imagine, that I believed Jeſus Chriſt to be the 
ſupreme God ; for almoſt in the Beginning 
of every Epiſtle, J have diſtinguiſhed him 
from the ſupreme Being, by giving the Ti- 
tle of God to the Father, and that of Lord 
to our Saviour.

As for 
Inſtance, in my Epiſtle to the Hebrews, 
where, Itell them that God, who \ſpake in Time 
paſt to "theFathers by the Prophets, in theſe laſt 
Ds s has ſpoken to us by his Son, whom he 
bath made the Heir of all Things, and by whom 
he made the Worlds; who being the Splendor 
of his Glory, and the Character. of his Sub- 
ſtance; carrying all Things by the Power of 
his Word, making the Purification of our Sins 
by bimfelf he ſat upon the right Hand of Great- 
neſs in the higheſt ; being made ſo much more 
excellent than the Angels, by as much as he 
hath inherited @ more excellent Name than they ; 
for to whom of the Angels did he ever ſay, Thou 
art my N this Day have I begotten tbee? 
| _— And 
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And again, I ſhall be to him 4 Father, and 
he hall be to me a Son ! But when he brings 
his Firſt-born again into the World, be ſays, 
and let all the Angels of God worſhip him. 
And to the Angels he faith, who maketh his 
Angels Spirits, and his Miniſters a flaming 
Fire: But to the Son, Thy Throne, O God, is 
for ever ; the Scepter of Righteouſneſs is the 
Scepter of thy Kingdom; thou baſt loved Rigb- 
teouſneſi, and hated Iniquity ; wherefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed thee with the Oil 
of Gladneſs above thy Fellows. Have I not 
{aid in other Places, ye have the ſame Relation 
to Chrift, that Chrift has to God; that Chriſt 
is the Firſt-born of evefy Creature; that be 
died, and was raiſed again from the Dead by 
God? Have not I faid, as plain as Words can 
expreſs, that there is no other God but one; for 
although there are ſuch Beings as are called 
Gods, whether in Heaven or in Earth, yet 
to us Chriſtians, there is but one God, vi. 
the Father, from whom are all Things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, by whom 
are all Things, and we by him. I will have 
you know alfo, that Chriſt is the Head of 
every Man; Man is the Head of the Woman, 
and God is the Head of Chrilt : Then ſhall be the 
End, when he ſhall deliver up his Kingdom to 
God the Father; then ſhall Chriſt be ſubmmited 


to him that hath put all Things under him, that 


God may be all in all, Bleſſed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who hath put 
all Things under his Feet ; and made him the

Head of all Things to the Church. From what 
I have juſt now ſaid, I ſhall make it as clear 
as is poſſible for Words to expreſs, that my 
Doctrine about Chriſt is diametrically con- 
trary to that which theſe learned Doctors fo 
vehemently contend for. Nor will that trite | 
and pitifulDiſtinQiop,of the divine and human 
Nature, in the leaſt avail them here ; for they 
| will not only be driven from that weak Hold, 
but be cutoff even from Chicanery itſelf. As 
they have hitherto admitted, that Chriſt exiſted | 
' In his higheſt Capacity before the Worlds were 
made, I ſhall argue upon that Suppoſition. 
Is there any thing then more clear and appa- 
rent,than that the ſupremeGod made that very 
Perſon Heir of all Things, by whom he made 
the Worlds? Is it not the ſame Perſon 
that ſits down at the right Hand of Greatneſs, 
and that is made more excellent than the 
Angels ?. Is it not ſtill the ſame Perſon whom 
he calls by the eminent Appellation of God, 
and whoſe God hath anointed bim with the 
Oil Gladneſs above his Fellows ? When this 
divine Perſon therefore was made Heir of 
all Things, did not he receive Dignity, Power, 
or ſome Advantage at leaſt, which he did 
ſſeſs before? When God made the 
orlds by this Perſon, did he not uſe him 
as an Agent or Inftrument, and conſe- 
quently imploy him as an inferior Being? 
Again, Chriſt, you ſay, is the ſupreme God ; 
but Chriſt. is alſo the Firſt-born- of every 
Creature: Therefore the FO God, ac- 
2 | cording 
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cording to you, is the Firſt- born of every 


Creature. Here again, moſt conſcientious . * 


and reyerend Divines, your old Trick of play- 


ing faſt and looſe, with the divine and human 


Nature, fails you; for certainly Chriſt was not 
the Firſt-born of every human. Creature ; for 
then he muſt have been born before his Mo- 
ther. I hope, Gentlemen, that you will have 


the Modeſty to grant me this. And, in a Line 


or two farther, I have ſhewed you, that my 
calling Chriſt God, is not the leaſt Proof in 
in the World, that he muſt be the ſupreme 
God ; for this is a common Expreſſion in the 
Od Teſtament, and is frequently applied to 


other Beings, as well as to the ſupreme; who 
therefore is diſtinguiſned by the Title of the 
God of Gods. For, in the Old Teſtament, even 


Mofes and the Judges were called Gods; and 
this J have taken care to aſſert and explain in 
ſuch a Manner, as makes it impoſſible for the 
Son to be the ſupreme God, if the poſitive 
Aſſertion of an Apoſtle may be allowed as a 
Proof; for J have ſolemnly affirmed that to us 


Chriſtians there is but one God, which is God 


the Father; conſequently unleſs they can 


prove the Son to be the Father, he cannot 


poſſibly be that one God. And I have alſo 


told yon, that to us Chriſtians there is Lord; 


which is Jeſus Chriſt ; therefore, as I have faid 
above, if, Jeſus Chriſt is not the Father, he can- 
not be the ſupreme God. Now I will ſubmit 
it to the Determination of every honeſt Man, 


whether the Doctrine of the modern Apoſtles 


E361: -- 


is not directly contradictory to mine, and 


conſequently to that of all the ſacred Writers. 


But what are not thoſe Men capable of, that 
can tell you, that the eternal God was begot- 
ten; and that the Firſt- born of every Creature 
was not created? Or what Abſurdity can be 
equal to the following, viz. That God died 


to make infinite Satisfaction to God? Here is 


the immortal eternal God dies to appeaſe him 


ſelf. Is it to be imagined, that if 1 had known 


Jeſus Chriſt to have been the ſupreme God, 


that I ſhould not have worſhipped him as de- 


voutly, adored him with as much Reverence, 
and deſcribed him with as much Majeſty, as 


the modern Apoſtles ? Would not it have been 


my Duty, as well as theirs, to have told the 
People, (whom I was to convert and iſtruct 

in the Chriſtian Faith) that the ſupreme God 
was come down from Heaven to be born of 
a Virgin, and to take Humanity upon him ; 


and that Jeſus Chriſt, being.God-man, was 


this ſupreme Being; and that, while Fobn 


was baptizing the ſupreme God, the ſupreme 


came down from Heaven, in the Form of a 
Dove, and ſanctified the ſupreme God; and 


that he cured the Lame and the Blind, and 


raiſed the Dead by his own omnipotent Pow- 


er, and not by that of the Father. But had 
J faid this, I ſhould have ſpoke moſt extrava- 
gant Nonſenſe, uttered a moſt audacious Fal- 
ſhood, and have impudently . contradicted. 
Chriſt himſelf; and for which I ſhould de- 


ſetve 
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ſerve to be treated like an execrable Villain.

Oh, but ſays the learned 
Gentleman, this was- ſpoken in Relation to 
bis human Capacity. I wonder he does not 
tell me, that it was ſpoken in his childiſh 
Capacity, and that he meant his Father Jeſepb: 
Though to ſay the Truth, this is ſo filly a 
. © Speech, in the Senſe the Church has ta- 
ken it, that even a Child could not be weak 
enough to have madeit. What a pretty Com- 
pliment then do they make Chriſt and his Fol- 
lowers, by imagining that any of them could 


have been ſo profoundly ſtupid as not to know - 


that the ſupreme God was greater than a Man? 
Dr. Tr--p. Give me Leave to tell you Sir, 
that there is a Fineſſe in that Paſſage, which 
is too delicate for a Gentleman of your Caſt. 
| - How 
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However, I will do you the Honour to ex- 
plain it to you; and, in order to it, I muſt 


acquaint you, that your Maſter had a threefold — 


Manner of conveying his Inſtructions ; which 
was many Times by Parables, ſometimes by 
Paradoxes, and, upon certain Emergencies, 
by Equivocation and double Entendre, as in 
ith Caſe before us: For he being compoſed 
of two. diſtinct Natures, it was entirely at his 
Election to call which of them he pleaſedſ Me];

that the Enemies of Religion have robbed us 
of the Privilege of pleading Tradition) they 
have not deprived us of the Liberty of found- 
ing our Doctrines upon it, or of making ſuch 


S Interpretations of the Scriptures as ſhall be 


moſt beneficial to the Church. And as it is 
highly reaſonable, that R ſhould pay a great-

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regard to her Authority, than to a few un- 


guarded Expreſſions of Peter and Paul; ſo 
wee have unanimouſly agreed, to maintain her 
Myſteries to the laſt Drop of our Blood.

Father; and the Inſtance, by which I am 
going to prove that he is ſo, is ſo very re- 


markable, that I ſhall conſider it in as diſtin& 


and particular a Manner as poſſible.

Though this Deſcription of Chriſt is mani- 


feſtly incompatible with the Character of the 


great God; yet ſince it is in the Power of 


Prejudice to hinder Men from ſeeing appa- 
rent Truths, and that whole Bodies of Men, 
for their Intereſt, can be hardy enough to 


deny them, I ſhall beg the Favour of you, to 


obſerve how thoſe Paſſages will appear, if we 


were to ſuppoſe Chriſt to be the omnipotent 


God, and to be deſcribed as ſuch. Thoſe Paſ- 


fages then muſt run thus; The only, eternal 
amni potent God, ſhall give unto the only, eter- 
nal, omnipotent God, the Throne of the only, 
omnipotent God's Father, ABRAHAM: And 
again.
